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WHAT DIDN'T HAPPEN AT GENEVA 


Few columnists are predicting now what the ultimate results of the Geneva talks will be. 
Some, it is true, see Geneva as the opening of a door leading to a long period of relative peace 
in world affairs. Others feel that the communists are merely trying to deceive and weaken the 
West, while building up their own strength for a victory in a future conflict. 


When the history of the talks are finally written, however, the spotlight may be not on what 
words were said and what promises were made at Geneva, but rather on what did not happen there. 


What did not happen can be summed up in a single sentence. Despite all the conferences 
of the chiefs of state to settle international differences, no change was brought about in the under= 
lying conflict between communism and the free world. 


To the West peace still means a policy of live and let live, while to communists it means the 
establishment of communist governments in every nation—a goal to be fought for by diplomacy, 
propaganda, agitation, economic manoeuver, subversion and violence, if necessary. 


A volume of the new Soviet Encyclopedia published within the past few months sums up this 
point of view in ten words: "To eliminate the possibility of war, one must destroy capitalism." 
These are words of conflict and struggle—not words of peace. 


Red Plans To Undermine Capitalism 


Months before the Geneva conference opened, the communists laid plans to carry the attack 
against capitalism during this new “more peaceful" era. In January 1954 the Party magazine, 


"Kommunist", announced a stepped-up political program to lead the proletariat of all countries in 
a mass effort to undermine capitalism. 


By January 1955 communist parties all over the world—in France, Chile, England, Japan, 
and elsewhere—were calling for “united fronts", a tactic described in the "Outline History of the 
Communist International", as the “establishment of unity of all workers in their struggle against 
capitalism". 


The attitude of communists in the United States, which Soviet leaders have called "the last 
stronghold of capitalism" and “leader of the imperialist camp", is particularly significant. On the 
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eve of the Geneva talks Martha Stone, writing in "Political Affairs" of July 1955, called on Party 
members to increase their efforts in the "peace" fight, undermine the democratic government of the 
United States, and to destory capitalism. 


Already, she said, the cause of "peace" has been advanced by: (1) "the massive struggle of 
European peoples against West German rearmament"; (2) the growing “role of neutralism"; especially, 
"the pro=peace, pro-democratic role played by India"; and, (3) the demands by some Americans "to 
end the Korean War", "stay out of Matsu and Quemoy", "ban the H-bomb", and “oppose Universal 
Military Training". 


Infiltration Into Peace Groups Urged 


Now, Miss Stone urged, “Our Party must throw its full energy and forces into this ever ex- 
panding peace movement. Left peace forces need to become an integral part of the peace activi- 
ties in churches, trade unions, and other mass organizations." 


Hailing this type of infiltration and “united front" activity as the course for the immediate 
future, Miss Stone continued, "Left-leadership has activized many at the grass-roots level, stimu- 
lated parallel actions on the peace front and cemented ties and relationships between the Left and 
broader peace forces. This is particularly demonstrated in the peace movement on the West Coast." 


Meanwhile, there is no apparent lessening of military might in the communist empire. The 
Soviet Union, with the largest army and air force, and the second largest navy in the world, is 
stressing the importance of heavy industry and the building up of reserve plants for even greater 
military production, And Red China, busily trying to create a modern army of 200 divisions, 
recently has called for a draft to increase its military manpower. 


More and more this so-called new era of peace sounds like a repeat performance of the 
1933-1939 period of friendly feeling between East and West. This era which led to World War II 
was likewise highlighted by Soviet peace declarations, a free exchange of trade, relatively unre- 
stricted travel in the Soviet Union, and as cynical a series of diplomatic manoeuvers as the world 
has ever seen. 


Setting Non-Communist Countries Against Each Other 


As far back as 1920, Lenin had declared confidently, "We have already set Japan and 
America at loggerheads to put it crudely, and have thereby gained an advantage". William Nowell, 
a former communist leader, has testified that the Soviet idea behind the Hitler-Stalin pact which 
opened the door to World War || was "to force a war between Germany on one hand and France and 
a on the other". The Soviet view, he said, was that "we can pressure England and she will 

all apart". 


All the reliable evidence, that is, policy statements by communists for Party members and the 
trends in Party activity, indicate that the new era will be far from peaceful. The communists’ policy 
of military aggression has been successfully blocked by U.S. action in Greece and Korea and by 
NATO and SEATO, as has already been reported in Freedom's Facts. 


But now the strategists of world communism are switching greater emphasis for the time being 
to political warfare, a field in which they figure the communists have superior experience and can 
both outwit and outsmart the leaders of the West. 


While the Geneva talks might well be followed by a period of relative peace so far as military 
action is concerned, it will be one of more, rather than less, tension among hetvaots and heads of 
state. International politics, diplomacy, aid to underdeveloped countries, trade agreements, and 
the propagation of social and economic ideologies will all be sharpened as weapons ih the East- 
West war. 


To be victorious in such a contest involving vast areas in Africa, Asia and Latin America, as 
well as in Europe, will require coordination of political, economic, and ideological forces on a 
par with the top level coordination of military forces which proved so successful in halting commu- 
nism's military advances. 


NEW COMMUNIST LINE ON PATRIOTISM 


Officers and members of patriotic organizations might do well to take a close, hard look at 
the new communist line on patriotism. 


Since 1917 Moscow has considered patriotism—that is, a people's love of their own country 
and loyalty to their own institutions—as a major obstacle to the spread of communism. 


As a result, they decreed that patriotism should be called "bourgeoise nationalism", and 
ever since they have been waging unrelenting propaganda war against "bourgeoise nationalism". 


In all countries of the world this war has taken the form of intensive efforts to educate people 
away from patriotism and toward loyalty toward "proletarian internationalism". When strong "bour- 
geoise nationalism" turned up in countries under the Soviet heel, such as the Ukraine, the Reds 
moved in with force, either killing the patriots or shipping them off to Siberia. 


Last month in the United States, however, the Reds came up with a new twist against patriot- 
ism. No longer will they attack "bourgeoise nationalism" or patriotism directly. Instead, they are 
all set to persuade the public that the real patriots in the U.S. are not those who protect the U. S. 


institutions and freedoms, Rather, the real patriots are the communists, who are seeking to destroy 
them, 


A strong hint that this campaign was in the wind came from the Soviet Party newspaper, 


"Pravda", back on October 11, 1954, after Congress passed the legislation outlawing the Communist 
Party of the U. S. 


"Pravda" declared, "The U. S. Communist Party represents the successor and heir to every- 
thing that is best in the democratic traditions of America. As no one else, it is devoted to the 
national interests of the American people. This is an inexhaustible source of its profound patriotism." 


Party leaders in the U. S. have been playing with this theme since October. Last month in 
"Political Affairs" Herbert Aptheker, one of the top Marxist theorists, picked up this theme and 
elaborated it into a full propaganda line. 


The line which will be propagated by Reds and their fellow travelers via organizations into 
which they have infiltrated and via mass communications outlets open to them goes something like this: 


The highest patriotism an American can have is to serve the best interests of the people. Of 
course, the word "patriot" has always been associated with rebels—that is, with those who fight 
for the people's interests against the government in power. Patriots are usually revolutionaries. 


Then the line really begins to bore in like this. In the U. S. today, Red propagandists will 
say, there is a patriotism of the rich and the reactionary which is against the best interests of the 
people. On the other hand, the patriotism of the Left hes always been profound and true. 


When looked at logically, the real patriots are not those who are fighting the communists. 
Rather, the real patriots are the communists who are fighting for the people's best interests. 


Aptheker, in fact, winds up his pitch entitled, "Patriotism and the Nation" this way: 


"Today, it is not the men of money who are the patriots. It is not a program of war and 
slums and high prices and mass unemployment, of the destruction of the Bill of Rights and the 
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jailing of dissenters, of Jim Crow, which represents the true interests of the vast majority of the 
American people. 


"No: today, as in the past, it is the program of the Left which represents the deepest as- 
pirations and desires of the majority of Americans—that program demands and those people want: 
Peace, Prosperity, Equality and Freedom. To struggle for this program is the highest form of 
patriotism." 


Lest any of his readers mistake what he means by these fine-sounding words, Aptheker care- 
fully notes that democracy means the "sovereignty of the people against the tyranny of a particular 
person or of an oligarchy." And he adds, "In our day the true and real sovereignty of the people 
is possible and in one-third of the world is a reality." 


This kind of line is obviously designed to mislead and confuse those who are not fully aware 
of the communist struggle to destroy American patriotism and American sovereignty and to replace 
it with a communist tyranny. 


Patriotic organizations can nail this communist propaganda line wherever it crops up by 
pointing out that patriotism means loyalty to institutions and traditions which guarantee people 
the freedom to express and achieve their best interests. It does not mean support of communists 
or fellow travelers, whose stated aim is to create a dictatorship of the proletariat. 


RED APPEALS TO YOUTH 


The Fifth World Youth Festival, scheduled to be held in Warsaw, Poland, some time this 
month promises to be the most dramatic communist appeal to youth so far. 


Preparations for the Festival have been going on for at least six months. On March 29 
Radio Warsaw reported that three choirs and a jazz band in Britain were already getting ready for 
the Festival and that young Britishers have organized a special solidarity fund to help cover the 
cost of the journey for colonial youths. 


"Swedish youths launched a special waste paper collecting campaign to finance the trip of 
young people from the Sudan to Warsaw. The Eureka Youth League and the association of Aus- 
tralian dancers, who attended the 1953 Bucharest Festival, already have chosen their delegates 
for Warsaw." 


As preparations increased, Radio Moscow announced that E. T. Kachugin, Secretary of the 
Antifascist Committee of Soviet Youth, was in Sweden for a youth friendship rally late in Ma 
designed to whip up enthusiasm for the World Youth Festival. A Swedish representation, andl 
by Karl Arne Valdun, responded by visiting Moscow on June 11. 


WFDY Active 


Meanwhile, throughout the world, members of the World Federation of Democratic Youth 
(WFDY), the youth front for the Cominform with a claimed membership of 75,000,000 are drum- 
ming up support for delegations to the World Festival. 


Why All This Effort? 


The communists have a big stake in the young of the world. The young people, of course, 
are the leaders of tommorrow, and the Reds are willing to spend large sums to win them over to 
the side of communism. 


As the late President of the Supreme Soviet, M. |. Kalinin i 
- 7M, I, , Pointed out way back on 
March 11, 1926, "The events that take place at an adult age, when a person has ire up, slip 
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from his memory more oe on the events of his youth. What does that mean? It means that 
people are most receptive when they are young." 


This, of course, makes youth a good target for communist propagandists and agitators. But, 
Kalinin pointed out, the approach to young people must be different from that to adults, "What 
is particularly characteristic of young people is their tremendous inner urge to realize their ideals 
in practice. Young people are always ready for self-sacrifice; they are eager to walk to the other 
end of the earth . . . (they have) a desire for the miraculous, the desire to perform wonderous 
feats of valor, to accomplish great things." 


The communist approach to youth has consistently followed this line of appealing to the 
highest idealism, without regard to practical considerations; and of calling for self-sacrifice in 
order to perform wonderous feats. 


How Has This Worked Out In Practice? 


In the United States the Reds have constantly struggled to indoctrinate youth with the theories 
of Marx and Lenin (which promise a future paradise on earth) and to stimulate dissatisfactions with 
democratic procedures. In the forefront of this effort is the Labor Youth League (LYL), headed by 
Leon Wofsy, whom the House Un-American Activities Committee has called "the leading commissar 
of all communist activity among youth organizations in the United States." 


In September 1954, Wofsy announced that "our Party is proceeding to reestablish a National 
Youth Commission. District Youth Commissions are needed, These should bring educational workers 
and leaders of our Party into a major effort to assist Marxist education among youth." 


One result of this call is the current campaign (see Freedom's Facts, May 1955) to have Party 
leaders give lectures on Marxism to American college groups. Herbert Aptheker, a lecturer at the 


Red-run Jefferson School of Social Sciences, already has given several of these lectures. (Free- 
dom's Facts, June 1955). 


The program in the U. S., however, is in the initial stages, when the Reds are trying to ex- 
ploit youth's receptivity in order to persuade them to accept Marxism. In places like Singapore, 
Bolivia, and Chile where the Reds have made greater inroads, the results of the Red youth program 
are spelled out in violent strikes against authority. 


Reds Stir Up Youth Strikes 


In Singapore the government had to ban all gatherings and demonstrations by students after 
leaders of a Red=sparked strike of 9,000 boys and girls on March 30 threatened a mass march on 
the Governor's residence during Singapore's first democratic election on April 20. 


On July 11 Bolivian police arrested communist leaders and are probing Red influence in a 


student strike on July 7, while Chilean students have been adding to the general unrest in Chile by 
strike actions during June and July. 


The ultimate aim of Marxist indoctrination and Red-led strikes, which play on youth's recep- 


tivity and desire to perform miracles, is to destroy free government and establish a communist 
government. 


What are the conditions of youth when a communist government is in power? One answer 
comes from an editorial in "Komsomolskaya Pravda" of July 9, stressing that the Komsomol (Young 
Communist League—membership about 16,000, 000) must enforce state work discipline on young workers. 
A Tool For Conquest And Control 


The editorial declares, "The Komsomol youth control posts should make inspections more often 
and subject to public criticism those who are late for work, leave work before time, as well as those 
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who prefer the enjoyment of the smoking room to working at the machines." The editorial adds, 
"If each worker wastes a minute a day the State will lose approximately 500 million rubles a year," 


When seen in perspective, it appears that the Reds are exploiting youth as a tool to break 
down free governments, to create and then to maintain communist power. This view of human 
value represents the highest possible degree of cynicism. 


The work of combating the spread of communism among youth by providing wholesome activ- 
ities and sound education on one hand and by exposing the communist fraud on the other is a major 
task for all organizations interested in youth. 


SOVIET'S BIGGEST NEED—BETTER BUSINESSMEN 


When the communists created their social system and based it on economics back in 1917, 
their assumption was that in time socialism would produce more goods and services and do it more 
efficiently than capitalism. 


Lenin was so sure this would happen that he predicted in 1919, “Capitalism can be utterly 
vanquished and will be utterly vanquished by the fact that socialism creates a new and much higher 
level of labor productivity." 


Despite intensive effort since the Five Year Plans began in 1928, however, Soviet labor pro- 
ductivity has remained low. Today only 25 percent of Soviet collective farms are electrified com- 
pared to 93 percent of U. S. farms; Soviet steel output is up to about 45,000,000 tons while U. S. 
production is over 110,000,000 tons. Soviet agriculture, which once produced surplusses of grain, 
has fallen behind so far that the Soviets are importing grain from countries like Canada. And 
Soviet labor productivity has risen no higher than 40 percent that of labor productivity in the U.S. 


Three Economic Weaknesses 


Behind this poor showing of the Soviet Union's socialist economy are three major economic 
weaknesses—lack of incentive for workers to produce, lack of skilled workers and trained foreman, 
and, most critical of all, a lack of top-flight plant and factory managers. 


To solve the incentive problem, Party members have unleashed a new campaign to persuade 
workers to produce more and to expose them to public condemnation if they do not. According to 
"Pravda" of May 29 this campaign will make use of radio, films, newspapers and publishing houses 
as well as of Party members, trade unions, the Komsomol and the All-Union Conference of Indus- 
trial Workers. 


The entire secondary school system in the Soviet Union has been revamped to tum out more 
skilled workers (Freedom's Facts, December 1954) and efforts are being made to induce foremen to 
speed industrial output by making at least some production decisions for themselves. 


Heat Turned On Plant Managers 


Now that the Kremlin bosses are gearing up for ever greater industrial output, the heat also 
is being turned on the inefficiency and "beaucratic indifference" of factory managers and 
administrators. 


In one editorial after another, the Party newspaper, "Pravda", has brought nearly every 
major economic ministry of the Soviet Union under criticism. The coal industry, for example, spent 
8 million rubles (about 2 million dollars) to build a new coal pit, then discovered there wasn't 
enough high quality coal to pay for the expenses. 


The meat and dairy arly began to build a meat combine in Dnepropetrovsk in 1944, and 


after spending 57 million rubles (about 14 million dollars), it is not yet completed. The Kharkov 
Meat Combine begun in 1948 likewise is not yet built. 


Similarly, the big economic ministries of Heavy Machine Building, Machine and Instrument 
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Building, Timber, Machine Tools, River Fleet, Automobile, Tractor and Agricultural Machiners 
and others have been brought under the whiplash of "Pravda" editorialists. 


Plant Managers Hamstrung By Top-Level Decisions 

Soviet plant and factory managers, of course, unlike American counterparts, are merely 
-order takers. The big decisions are made at the ministerial level. The Soviet manager thus op- 
erates within major and minor plans, refuses to experiment for fear of being charged with "wreck- 
ing"—the equivalent of treason to the state. The close supervision under which he operates and 
the fear of making an error, apparently has hampered his ability to run a factory without confer- 


ences and red tape. These are designed not to aid production, but to provide alibis when the 
production goals are not met. 


It is not failure to take orders, but the failure to implement them, which has the Soviet 
managers in trouble. "Pravda" on June 2 declared, "The task for checking fulfillment consists 
not in creating new decisions but in adapting efficient measures for the unconditional fulfillment 


of the previously adopted decisions. People incapable of organizing the task assigned should be 
uncovered," 


The seriousness of this lack of good factory managers and the red tape involved in socialist 
economic production, in fact, has forced the Reds to make industrial reorganization a top item on 
the agenda of the Party Congress next February. 


Obviously the communists instead of proving the superiority of socialism so far, at least, 
have demonstrated that it is an inefficient system primarily because it destorys man's freedom of 
decision, and provides inadequate incentive to excel. 


More significantly, however, this current drive to reorganize Soviet industry and to boost 
industrial output indicates that the Reds will be using every possible means during the next few 
years to increase Soviet industrial and military power vis-a-vis the United States. There is no 
indication, however, that this increased power will be used solely for peaceful purposes. 


NEW MOVE IN THE IDEOLOGICAL WAR 


Within a few months the world will be exposed to a new ten-volume "History of the World" 
prepared by "scientific workers" of the USSR Academy of Sciences. It will cover the period from 
"the inception of human society to the end of World War II" as interpreted by Marxism, 


While the announcement of a world history book seldom rates as important news, it appears 
that this work will be a major forward - in a program which D, T. Shepilov, editor of “Prayda", 


predicts will bring “the triumph of the all-conquering ideas of Marxism=Leninism" within the next 
45 years. 


Shepilov gave a preview of the line this ten-volume communist history will take at the cele- 
bration of the 85th anniversary of the birth of Lenin in Moscow on April 22. He declared: "Marx 
and Engels, the great teachers and theoreticians of the working class . . . discovered the laws of 
the origin, development and downfall of capitalism, and they provided a scientific explanation 
for the inevitability of a socialist revolution." 


Praising Lenin for multiplying the "ideological wealth of Marxism", Shepilov continued, 
"Leninism has deep roots in the whole international development, and in the world liberation 
movement. Leninism is an international teaching. Leninism is the Marxism of the epoch of im- 
args and proletarian revolutions, and of the epoch of construction of communism, and it em- 

dies the best of everything accumulated by human thought during thousands of years." 


Aim |s To "Disintegrate" Capitalist World 
Under the impact of these ideas, he added, "the disintegration of the old, world imperialist 


system is intensifying and the new, ascending world socialist system is growing and becoming 


stronger. The 20th century is the century of the triumph of the all-conquering ideas of Marxism- 
Leninism." 


In its announcement of the new "History of the World", Radio Moscow on June 9 noted that 
it “will be the first Marxist study of this kind intended for broad sections of intellectuals in the USSR 
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and abroad." Although the communists have not said so in so many words, the purpose of the work 
is to lend scientific and historic proof to the Red claim that communism is "the wave of the future", 
while capitalism, private ownership, individualism, and individual protection from state tyranny is 
old, outmoded, and reactionary. 


There is nothing new about this approach. It has been the standard communist approach since 
before the October 1917 revolution. Nonetheless, communists all over the world have been putting 
increasing stress on this line since the post-Stalin policy was announced in the Party journal, 
"Kommunist", in January 1954, This policy called for an all-out political struggle to unify all 
socialist forces, whether communist or non-communist, in a battle against capitalism. 


In clear-cut terms, "Kommunist" declared that the obstacle to progress of society toward 
socialism and communism is "the capitalistic structure, based on private property and means of 
production, protected by a bourgeois government." It called on the proletariat to “exploit its 
power for liquidating the old, capitalistic economy, for organizing the new economy, the economy 
of socialism and communism." 


Ideological War Already Underway 


"Fratemal" communist parties in non-communist countries have already begun to reorganize 
their propaganda to support the new worldwide campaign. 

The French Communist Party, like those in other nations is stepping up its Marxism-Leninism 
propaganda, French communist Jacques Duclos, writing in the Cominform journal on Feburary 18 
declared: "We must do our utmost to ensure that every Party member is well versed ideologically and 
can take part in the political agitational work which seeks to convince the broadest masses of the 
people of the correctness of the slogans advanced by the Party and to rally these masses to carry 
these slogans into life. 


“This means that great efforts are needed to build up a real army of propagandists to spread 
truth in the factories and the villages, as was demanded by Maurice Thorez at a meeting to organ- 
ize the work of mass study courses, classes, lectures, educational talks, days of study, Party schools, 
and individual study as well as to ensure the printing of leaflets, posters and so on." 


It is in these study classes and lectures that the new communist "History of the World" will 
be studied and be converted into propaganda. This will be useful not only in furthering Marxism- 
Leninism but in persuading non-communist socialists and liberals to follow communist leadership 
in economic and political battle to destroy capitalism. 


The possible effect of this “history" on the thinking of intellectuals and students in coun- 
tries all over the world should not be underestimated. Once completed, the "history" will be 
distributed to all corners of the earth, donated to schools and libraries. In this there is great 
potential danger of warping the meaning and facts of all world history in the minds of many people, 
particularly in underdeveloped countries in Africa and Asia, Publication and translation of this 
"history" may indicate that more effective measures should be taken to convince the intellectuals 
of the world that social progress has not been based upon materialism and class warfare, but upon 
competition to better serve the real needs of the people and on man's continuing search for God.
